Used Car Problem Becomes Serious 
In Foreign C Countries, Survey Shows 


Soecial from A. 

Washington, Sept. 17.—The used 
car Situation has become a seri- 
ous problem in many foreign 
markets, with New Zealand the 
outstanding exception to a situa- 
tion that is becoming general, the 
Department of Commerce stated 
September 8. 

The statement follows in part:— 

The used car situation is develop- 
ing into a serious problem in many 
foreign markets, reports received in 
the Commerce Department’s Auto- 
motive Division indicates. In Ar- 
gentine the demand for used cars 
is small and dealers are content if 
they can handie this business with- 
out loss. Advices from France show 
no improvement in a_ situation 
which has begun to worry dealers.

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Reasonable Law Enforcement 


OT long ago James M. Hayes, Jr., who is commissioner 

of motor vehicles in the state of Virginia, announced 
to his inspectors that he wanted “this one arm driving 
broken up.” Obviously “one arm driving” is a rather loose 
term. A driver who puts out one arm to signal, as every 
cautious driver does on occasion, is for the moment a one 
arm driver. 

Now it happened that one of the motorcycle men who 
heard the order was a literally minded individual. He went 
out into the highways and the byways and any man whom 
he caught with one hand off the wheel he brought into the 
hoosegow. This state of aftairs very quickly brought a 
statement from Mr. Hayes, as follows: “Of course we want 
all laws enforced with judgment and reason. There is no 
law that can be enforced with an iron hand.” 

And that is a suggestion that may be passed on to law 
enforcers everywhere. It frequently happens that some 
town or city which has a ridiculously low speed limit, which 


has been ignored for years, suddenly decides to enforce the | 


offensive statute strictly. Motorists are arrested for driv- 


jing twelve miles an hour or for turning corners at more than | 
six miles per hour. They are dragged into court and charged | 


with offenses that long custom had agreed are not offenses 
at all.

them are in the same class. None of this is law enforcement 
with reason and judgment. 


Fire Hazard 


HIS is the season of the year when the outdoor fire 

hazard reaches its maximum. From now on the woods 
will become more and more filled with inflammable material 
and a very small beginning may cause death, suffering and 
a heavy monetary loss. 

The fire prevention services, state and national, ask 
all good citizens to do their best to inculcate caution against 
starting forest fires. No class of citizen is in better position 
to broadcast this message of caution than automobile dealers. 
The dealer usually knows when one of his customers is going 
away on a camping trip or any sort of a motor expedition. 
A word of warning may very well serve to keep a motorist 
from leaving a fire burning where it can do damage. throw- 
ing a lighted match inte underbrush or any of the other 
careless acts that may result in serious damage, perhaps all 
unknown to perpetrators. 

Automobile dealers can do much to help lessen the 
fire hazard at this crucial season.

TTORE BUGATTI, builder of the car which bears his 
name, has a young son who is something of a motoring 
prodigy. When the boy was 4 years old the father had built 
for him a car that could go twelve miles an hour. The infant 
handled it like a veteran.

At 6 he could handle a full 
sized car after the steering column and seat had been 
adjusted to his size. This boy will have had twelve years of 
driving experience before his country will give him a license. 
We venture to believe that when young Bugatti finally 

is permitted to.drive he will have developed an automatic 
traffic sense. He will know instinctively what to do when 
an emergency arises. We are noting this effect in our own 
younger generation which has been used to motor vehicles 
from its infancy. A boy of today learns to drive a car in an 
hour or so, where we oldsters took lessons in school and on 
the road for days. The generation that is now coming on 


is really the first which has been reared under completely 
motorized conditions.

business dictated a modest begin- 
ning. And it was modest. Quarters 
were procured in the basement of 
a sales and service building. The 
new firm advertised in the news- 
papers, wrote the trade generally 
and posted placards in the various 
garages pledging itself to better 
electrical service. 

In two years the Daly organiza- 
tion has become the dominant 
service station of this territory 
and trade comes from far and 
near. The original quarters were 
outgrown. Daly is the same good 
fellow he has always tried to be. 
He renders service with a smile. 
He is a square shooter and has 
not changed a bit. 

Daly, though a mechanical man 
to the core, is one of the energetic 
type that must keep hands and 
mind busy, yet withal a salesman 
And he does like to sell. When he 
makes a sale he feels that he has 
accomplished something. He knows 
his line, likes it, is making and 
banking a dollar now and then, 
discounts his bills, which is evi- 
dence that he is at least arriving. 
Now there is personality, a knowl- 
edge of human nature and quality 
service in the essential proportions. 
The Daly service stresses the fact 
that the public will buy worth- 
while service and pay the price. 

The public has changed its mind 
on the subject of price. Where 
formerly car owners were prone to 
exclaim over service charges, to- 
day they demand uninterrupted 
transportation and pay the price 
of service as something they want 
when they want it.

of his former associates, incident- 
ally the entire working personnel.

Used Car Cireus Is Having Its Day 
In Middle South With Record Sales | 


OANOKE, VA., Sept. 17.—The 
Used Car Circus, with saw- 
dust, flying banners and a myriad 
of lights, is having its day in the 
Middle South. 

In many places where the circus 
has been employed as a means of 
disposing of used cars, its results 
have been all and often more than 
was expected. Its success has 
caused its popularity to become 
widespread and immediate. 

Literally dozens of cars have 
been sold from two circuses that 
have been in operation here for 
several weeks. They occupy va- 
cant lots at corners where the ban- 
ners are likely to attract maxi- 
mum attention and the results 
have been highly gratifying to the 
dealers. 

The plan has been carried out 
in this manner here:— 

Banners, lights, flags and circus- 
like decorations comprise a huge 
stockade of canvas thrown around 
the inclosure, where are grouped 
cars offered for sale. 


This is just so much velvet as 
compared with the situation in 
the original company. With in- 
dividual owners alone this season 
the volume has run heavy. 

The Daly Electrical Company 
appreciates the value of publicity. 
The substantial spread of window 
space is utilized to the utmost. 
The large plate glass carries a 
painted advertising sign, the leg- 
end being changed once a week. 
These window signs are especially 
compelling. 








Streamers may be utilized to carry 
an advertising message, the firm 
name or something about the cars. 
Each car is placarded with the 
price in large letters—the entire 
price and the amount of the down 
payment. 

Salesmen are on hand to give 
attention to all who enter the en- 
closure. The cars are arranged in 
a large circle with the front ends 
facing outward, so that the radi- 
ators face the spectators. Of 
course, their appearance is made 
as attractive as possible. 

One dealer attracted throngs to 
his circus by going still further 
and adding a free vaudeville act, 
with two performances each after- 
noon and each evening. This, 
while drawing a crowd, was not 
highly successful in interesting in 
the purchase of used cars. 

“It depends largely on the 
weather,” said one dealer, in ex- 
plaining his experience with the 
circus. “We found that with pleas- 
ant weather our exhibition re- 
corded sales, but when it rained 
nobody came around, naturally. 
An orchestra is preferable to a 
vaudeville act in drawing the right 
kind of crowds.” 

A ballyhoo megaphoned from 
the front entrance was tsed suc- 
cessfully at a circus in a nearby 
town. Abundant space in the 
Gaily newspapers also was given 
to the idea. 

Dealers who have given the plan 
a trial are of the opinion that 
location is one of the most im- 
portant features.

Marmon Export 
Manager Sailing 
Abroad Sept. 2 





Indianapolis, Sept. 17.—Just 
three weeks after his return from 


an extended trip through Central 
and South America, Frank L. 
Hambly, export manager of the 
Marmon Motor Car Company, will 
sail for Europe September 22 to 
confer with Marmon dealers there 
regarding the introduction of the 
new series Marmon 66 and 78 and 
to conclude arrangements for a 
volume of fall export shipments 
that will be the largest in the his- 
tory of the company, according to 
the number of orders already re- 


ceived. 
While in Europe Mr. Hambly will 
visit Marmon representatives in 


England, France, Germany, Switzer- 


tend the two great international 
automobile shows scheduled for Oc- 
tober. Since these shows are re- 
garded as the two most important 
automobile exhibits in Europe, the 
new series Marmon Sstraight-eights | 
will be displayed there along with | 
other prominent American and Eu- 
ropean makes of cars. 

Early this year Mr. Hambly made 
his annual trip to Europe, but the 
introduction of the new series 638 
and 78 and the tremedous increase 
in Marmon export business have 
made necessary a second journey. 
According to Mr. Hambly, the ex- 
port volume of the Marmon com- 
pany this year is the larest on rec- 
ord, indicating that the popularity | 
of Marmon straight-eights is not 
confined to the United States but 
extends to Europe and other foreign 
markets. 

Shipments in the first six months 
of this year were approximately 40 
per cent geater than the export 
volume for all of last year, 
Hambly said. This remarkable rec- 
ord, coupled with the tremendous 
popularity predicted for the new, 
series 68 and 78, points to the es- 
tablishment of a new sales record | 
for the fall months and an even 
greater gain over last year’s figures.
